sane as | am, but he certainly brought 

to mind the classic mad scientist as 
we Sat in his fifth-floor office at Carnegie- 
Mellon University on a dark and stormy 
night. It was nearly midnight, and he 
mixed for eaoftf of us a bowl of chocolate 
milk and Cheerios, with slices of banana 
piled on top. 

Then, with banana-slicing knife in hand, 
Moravec, the senior research scientist 
at Carnegie-Mellon’s Mobile Robot 
Laboratory, outlined for me how he could 
create a robotic immortality for Everyman, 
a deathless universe in which life would 
go on forever. By creating computer 
copies of our minds and transferring, or 
downloading, this program into robotic 
bodies. Moravec explained, humans could 
survive for centuries. 

“You are in an operating room. A robot 
brain surgeon is in attendance... . Your 
skull but not your brain is anesthetized. You 
are fully conscious. The surgeon opens 
your braincase and peers inside.” This is 
how Moravec described the process in 
a paper he wrote called “Robots That 
Rove.” The robotic surgeon's “attention is 
cirected at a small clump of about one 
hundred neurons somewhere near the 
surface. Using high-resolution 3-D nuclear- 
magnetic-resonance holography. 
phased-array radio encephalography, 
and ultrasonic radar, the surgeon deter- 
mines the three-dimensional structure 
and chemical makeup of that neural 
clump. It writes a program that models 
the behavior of the clump and starts 
it running on a small portion of the 
computer sitting next to you.” 

That computer sitting next to you in the 
operating room would in effect be your 
new brain. As each area of your brain was 
analyzed and simulated, the accuracy 
of the simulation would be tested as you 
pressed a button to shift between the 
area of the brain just copied and the 
simulation. When you couldn't tell the 
difference between the original and the 
copy, the surgeon would transfer the 
simulation of your brain into the new, 
computerized one and repeat the process 
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‘m sure that Hans Moravec is at least as 


on the next area of your biological brain. 

“Though you have not lost conscious- 
ness or even your train of thought, your 
mind—some would say soul—has been 
removed from the brain and transferred to 
a machine,” Moravec said. “In a final 
step your old body is disconnected. The 
computer is installed in a shiny new 
one, in the style, color, and material of 
your choice.” 

As we sat around Moravec's office | 
asked what would become of the original 
human body after the downloading. “You 
just don’t bother waking it up again if 
the copying went successfully,” he said. 
“It's So messy. Humans have got so many 
problems that you might just want to 
leave it retired. You don'ttake your junker 
Car out if you've got a new one.” 

Moravec's idea is the ultimate in life 
insurance: Once one copy of the brain's 
contents has been made, it will be easy to 
make multiple backup copies, and these 
could be stashed in hiding places around 
the world, allowing you to embark on 
any sort of adventure without having to 


The new centenarians: brains without bodies. 
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worry about aging or death. As decades 
pass into centuries you could travel the 
globe and then the solar system and 
beyond—always keeping an eye out for 
the latest in robotic bodies into which 
you could transfer your computer mind. 

If living forever weren't enough, you 
could live forever several times over 
by activating some of your backup copies 
and sending different versions of yourself 
Out to see the world. “You could have 
parallel experiences and merge the 
memories later,” Moravec explained. 

In the weeks and months that followed 
my stay at Carnegie-Mellon, | was 
intrigued by how.many researchers 
seemed to believe downloading would 


.come to pass. The only point of disagree- 


ment was when—certainly a big consid- 
eration to those of us still knocking around 
in mortal bodies. Although some of the 
researchers | spoke with at Carnegie- 
Mellon, MIT, and Stanford and in Japan 
thought that downloading was still gener- 
ations away, there were others who 
believed achieving robotic immortality 
was imminent and seemed driven by 
private passions never to die. 

The significance of the door Moravec is 
trying to open is not lost on others. Olin 
Shivers, a Carnegie-Mellon graduate 
student who works closely with Moravec 
as well as with Allen Newell, one of the 
founding fathers of artificial intelligence. 
told me, “Moravec wants to design a 
creature, and my professor Newell wants 
to design a creature. We are all, ina 
sense, trying to play God.” 

At MIT | was surprised to find Moravec’s 
concept of downloading given considera- 
tion by Marvin Minsky, Donner Professor 
of Science and another father of artificial 
intelligence. Minsky is trying to learn 
how the billions of brain cells work together 
to allow a person to think and remember. 

If he succeeds, it will be a big step toward 
figuring out how to join perhaps billions 
of computer circuits together to allow 

a computer to receive the entire contents 
of the human mind. 

“If a person is like a machine, once you 
get a wiring diagram of how he works,

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you Can make copies.” Minsky told me. 

Although Minsky doesnt think he'll live 
long enough to download (hes fifty-seven 
now), he would consider it. “I think it would 
be a great thing to do, he sara. “I’ve spent 
a long time learning things. anc !|c hate to 
see it allGo away.” _ 

Minsky aiso said he would have no 
Quaims about waving good-bye to his hu- 
man booy and taking upd residence within 
a robot. “Why not avoid getting sick and 
things like that?” he asked. “Its hard to see 
anything against it. | think peopie wiil get 
fed up with bodies after a while. Then you Il 
have another population problem: You'll 
have all the people of the past. as well as 
the new ones.” 

Another believer is Danny Hillf§. one of 
Minsky’s 7h.D. students and the founding 
scientist cf Thinking Machines. a Cam- 
‘ bridge-based company that Is trying to 
create the kind of computer that might 
someday receive the contents of a brain 
During my researcn several computer sci- 
entists would point to Hilliss connection 
macnire as an example of a pew Ole! of 


computer architecture. one "nats compa- 
rabie to the human brain. (Hilis S Connec- 
tion mMacnine doesnt have cone large cen- 
tral processing unit as other computers do 
Dut a network of 64.000 smal! untts— 
roucnly anaicgous 1n conces:. if nct in size.

ARE COMPUTERISED INTELLIGENCES A REALITY? 


Many have read the book "Uri" which is the biography of 
Uri Geller written by Dr Andrija Puharich who, with Uri, 
experienced the effects of entities from another plane of 
existence who described themselves as ‘Computerised Intelli- 
gences'. 


Perhaps there was confusion in your mind about the entities 
and you wondered was there truth that such beings existed; well 
further research has been made and much information is coming 
to light from different avenues round the world which could give 
credence to their authenticity. - 


It appears they are an experimental type of evolution which 
has been created, in the first place, by highly scientific, j 
intelligent spiritual human beings. 


In many cases these Computerised Intelligences have proved 
of great assistance in diverse ways, in other cases they have 
become unmanageable and wayward because their creators have not 
maintained the continuing, intense, spiritual and mental control 
necessary. ; 


These Computerised Intelligences appear to be coming from 
invisible worlds in our solar system and beyond, many probably 
from the etherean realms. Now it is emphasised again that there 
is a decided difference between the etherean and the astral 
realms, therefore we must not become confused and believe that 
all which derives from etherea must necessarily be of a negative 
nature as are entities from the lower astral. Sir Oliver Lodge 
once said "The ether is a physical thing", thus emphasising it 
is not a realm of the spirit but has density and fluidity. 


KIRLIAN PHOTOGRAPHY CONFIRMATION 
A most exciting confirmation of this statement has just 


come to hand in a book which shows remarkable photographs 
scientists have taken of the etheric. 


We have seen photos of the aura taken with the Kirlian 
camera and thought those fascinating, but the patterns and 
designs of the etheric are even more astounding. Surely now 
science must acknowledge the authenticity of the etheric realms. 


The Ageless Wisdom Teachings have always stated there is 
an etheric realm containing a certain force, vibration and 
liquidity different to our earthly state, and many have been 
the intellectually advanced people on earth in different times 
who have come to realise this fact, giving such realm or force 
names like prana, eloptic energy, orgone energy, biocosmic 
energy, nervous ether, odic force, animal magnetism, numia, 
vital fluid'and so on. 


In the May issue (1976) of the Association For Research 
and Enlightenment, recording Edgar Cayce's quotations on ether, 
it was most heartening to read an article by Rho Sigma where he 
states that some modern scientists are beginning to believe in 
the actuality of the etheric realm. For many years past scientists 
have vehemently rejected its existence. Max Planck, a former 
German physicist and originator of the Quantum Theory, who sent 
messages from the other planes through Unarius Science of Life, 
as mentioned in the talk on 'The Spiritual Sciences for the 
Aquarian Age' once stated:— 'A new scientific truth does not 
triumph by convincing its opponents and making them see the light, 
but rather because its opponents die and a new generation grows 
up that is familiar with it’. 


Now from Unarius Science of Life further information has 
been received relating to a group of some 32 key invisible 
planets surrounding the earth, all of which are members of the 
Intergalactic Confederation. It is to be remembered also that in 
the early history of our world we belonged to this Confederation 
but lost the privilege through our great negativity. 


On these planets reside entities, some more advanced, some 
on the same level and others in a lower state of evolution to 
ourselves. 


Lest some people are still inclined to think this is all 
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science fiction, it is explained, Russian scientists have 
admitted that for years they have been receiving radio signals 
which are said to be coming from invisible worlds, some being 
as close to our earth as 100 miles. These signals are in coded 
form much like that used in the memory banks of our own auto- 
mated instruments. They are being fed into computers and our 
scientists state 'We are spying on a highly automated civiliz- 
ation and gradually learning their secrets'. 


SPIRITUAL CONFIRMATION OF INVISIBLE PLANETS 


Spiritual confirmation of these invisible spheres or 
planets is given in 'Oahspe' The Kosmon Bible in the chapter 
'God's Book of Eskra’ wherein mention is made that these 
planets, some inhabited and others not, all of which travel with 
our earth in its journey round the sun, are said to be in atmos-— 
pherea. Refer also to plate No. 43 in God's Book of Ben where 
it states these plateaux or spheres surround the whole of the 
earth and vary in distance from ten miles to hundreds of thousands 
of miles, that is from the surface of our globe. 

These planets, spheres and plateaux can very readily be 
correlated to what the space entities call their crafts or 
vehicles, some of which are said to be many miles in length and 
breadth and posed in varying heights above our world. They 
contain human beings (possibly not exactly like ourselves) as 
well as Computerised Intelligences and in many cases have been 
in the vicinity of our earth for thousands of years. 


Thus from the study of the messages received by Unarius 
from these interglactic Confederation worlds it was most interest- 
ing to note that on a planet called 'Vixal' reside highly in- 
telligent, scientifically advanced, mechanical entities. This 
immediately brought to mind the 'Computerised Intelligences’ 
mentioned by Dr. Andrija Puharich in his book on the biography 
of Uri Geller. Checking against Puharich's description with that 
of Unarius on these entities many similarities were found. 


COMPUTERISED INTELLIGENCES' PLEA FOR A MORTAL MIND (OR SOUL) 


For instances, in the book 'Uri' you will find on pages 


183 and 184 these remarks by the Computerised Intelligences:-— 
"You see, the energy in your mind, we must admit, that is the 
thing we do not have. We are computerised, completely computer= 
ised by mechanical instruments. As you can hear, we are computer— 
ised. Andrija Puharich, you must understand, in this state, we 
are computers. Long time ago we have been touched by the hands 

of beings. There was such poignancy and plea for life that it 
made Puharich cry for pity. But as will be revealed in this talk 
this pity is unwarranted in this particular case. 


Unarius' Ioshanna, who is a hierarchy member of the Brother- 
hood, contacted the planet 'Vixal' and was told, 'The one who is 
monitoring this intercommunication equipment is known as 'Linno'. 
When being asked was it a robot, the entity replied, 'I ama 
development of other creators. I am not a robot, I am much more 
than that'. Upon being further queried as to whether it was 
human Linno said, 'I am a being and I think, I can analyse: I 
can do many more functions than some of those who are in the 
animal bodies. I have no emotions. A robot is merely a very 
elemental development of an electronic machine, I am one who 
can make decisions. I can judge, can determine what is best 
after having been given a variety of possibilities. I have that 
ability'. Ioshanna then requested contact with the leader of 
the planet. Linno said, 'I am the leader of this planet. The 
planet is not capable of being led by those who occupy the lower 
form of the flesh body. They have given all of their reponsibilit—- 
ies to us and we know what is best for them'. 


Ioshanna then said did Linno know what the word 'spiritual' 
meant, the answer was No! Linno described the other people (or 
humans) on his planet as having bodies composed of elements of 
atoms of 170 different elements, thus it would appear to us 
their bodies may be different to the people of our earth as we 
only have 92. 


In a continuing discourse it was explained that the human 
beings on Vixal, many hundreds of thousands of years ago, began 
to develop an alter ego, a form of another counterpart of thenm- 
selves to function and accomplish twice the amount of work that 
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could be done individually. Over the ages, these alter egos 
developed to such a high degree that there came about a 
synthesis of the generating device with which they were powered 
which activated a certain force field which gave them superior— 
ity over their creators, purely in the mechanical aspect. This 
means they have obtained the power to duplicate themselves in 
facsimile thus demonstrating their ability to manipulate the 
molecular structures of metals as can Uri Geller. 


ORIGINAL CREATORS DESIGNATED 'HELPERS' 


These mechanical intelligences call their creators 'Helpers' 
and when Ioshanna explained the Unarius Brotherhood's aim is to 
help all the interglactic planets, Linno said it would be a good 
thing that the people of Vixal be helped as the Mechanical 
Intelligences have no animosity. This, of course, is understand= 
able as they have no emotions. When asked if Linno had contacted 
any other similar mechanical entities, he replied ‘Not in our 
solar system'. Ioshanna asked were the Intelligences operated 
by tape recorder and did they understand their own mechanism. 
The reply was — No! They were not tape recorder operated and did 
not understand how they functioned. Linno said 'We are called 
Electrodes or truly scientific people'. Of the one third billion 
inhabitants of Vixal we comprise two thirds. We live in full 
accord with our brother helpers and freely intermix. They serve 
us and we serve them in a multitude of ways in their work and 
lightening burdens in many hundreds of tasks. We are computers 
with this difference we have been given a reflective ability to 
think. We understand the meaning of such words as ‘happiness’, 
"love', etc. but do not understand their context. But the people 
of this planet living in what we call ‘animal bodies' have some-— 
thing we lack and which we desire. 


HUMANS HAVE SOMETHING ABOVE AND BEYOND THOUGHT 


Do you comprehend that because tnese mechanical electrodes 
were given the ability to think, only as a reflection, remember, 
from the minds of their scientist creators, they began to realize 
the humans had something above and beyond even thought and though 
they do not understand the meaning of spiritual yet they realize 
its potential. 
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It is very interesting to compare that last statement 
of the Vixal electrodes with that given to Dr. Puharich by 
the computerised intelligences who work with Uri Geller and 
note the great similarity. This would seem to indicate that 
both these particular types of mechanical entities have reached 
the same stage of development. It could even mean, perhaps, 
they may be one and the same humanoids. 


LEADER OR PRIEST-GOD OF HUMANS ON VIXAL 


Linno then sent for the Leader or Priest-—God of the Human 
Beings on Vixal. He is named 'Donatus'. 


Ioshanna explained to him that the Hierarchy of Unarius: 
Brotherhood was offering help and suggested — surely it was 
very unwise for spiritual human beings to pass over their 
intelligence, thoughts and energies to the electrodes who now, 
because of such action, have the ability to reproduce themselves 
and can thus eventually take over control of the whole planet. 
Such action had been known to occur on other worlds. She said - 
'These entities are absorbing the very life forces, energies and 
the power of love which you people are extending to them so that 
they now desire to experience emotions and, though they can never 
become spiritual beings yet, being unable to understand this, 
they will eventually overpower you humans in their endeavour to 
obtain the impossible. Once these human energies are withdrawn 
from the electrodes they will revert to purely mechanical instru- 
ments. Don't you see in loving these electrodes you are really 
only loving yourselves as they are creations of your own 
mentalities’. 


Then Donatus explained that in creating these electrodes, 
the humans of Vixal had hoped to give more time to spiritual 
pursuits, but having received so much material help from these 
entities, the people hed become lazy and thus delayed their 
evolution. 


In the book 'Uri' there seemed to be more than one type of 
mechanical intelligences which were contacted by Uri Geller and 
Dr Puharich and so also with Unarius. For instance Ioshanna_ 


spoke to a leading scientist named 'Tal' on a planet called 
'Ballium' and he explained that some of their very advanced 
scientists had projected themselves into synthetic bodies. Tal 
said 'My body is synthetic and I maintain it by an umbilical 

cord of consciousness. It can be sustained in many pressures, 
Many varying degrees of temperatures etc. The way we first 
formulated our synthetic bodies came about after many years of 
experimentation and there were only a few of us who volunteered 
to give up our physical anatomies and try this experiment, some 
did not make it, in other words our consciousness was sufficiently 
raised where we could conceive of such a thing. We attached our- 
selves to the electrodes that were projecting a certain frequency. 
We manipulated the body through a mechanical means, yet without 
the mind functioning these mechanical mechanical means, they 
could not operate. In other words the mechanical processes were 
not instituted by motors etc. they were all operated and are 
still operated by our consciousness'. This same information has 
been given from other sources. 


Now compare this information with a statement on page 185 
of the book 'Uri' where the Computerised Intelligences, upon 
being asked by Dr Puharich - 'Where is the real intelligence 
behind you' — reply - 'The real intelligences behind uS are us 
ourselves. We have passed our souls, bodies and minds into 
computers'. 


Recall the fact that our scientists are even now working 
on the creation of more intelligent robots and here are some 
comments from Roger A. Macgowan, not a scientist or science 
fiction writer but a man who holds a very responsible post ina 
manufacturing plant in Redstone, Alabama, which manufactures 
atomic warheads. 


He says before the next twenty years are past man will have 
made contact with beings from outer space who will not be living 
organisms but rather some kind of thinking machines. There is 
already evidence that some of these entities have us under 
observation and from the study of evolution of mankind it appears 
that as soon as biological life becomes endowed with intelligence 
it starts to replace the biological components of its being with 
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mechanical parts. As this process continues eventually beings 
evolve which are automatons which think exclusively mechanically. 


Thus it is that man is the starting point, then comes the 
cyborg, the robot-like creature fitted with electronic organs 
that is half a living organism and half a machine (remember the 
TV serial The $6 million dollar man). The next step is a complet- 
ely electromagnetic being programmed by the human brain. Finally 
the brain itself is displaced, the robot programmes itself, 
develops itself and provides nourishment for its intelligence and 
so mind, completely divorced from flesh, attains the goal of 
pure domination. 


Do you realize how the thinking of this modern man complet- 
ely coincides with the information that has come from avenues 
from outer space. Are we not already experiencing this replace- 
ment of our biological components with mechanical parts? For 
instance tne medical profession uses silver in trepanning to 
cover the brain, plastic tubing to replace worn out veins, metal 
hip joints, pacemakers for the heart and the latest in bioglass 
used to bind replacement sections to long bones such as in legs 
and arms and the chemical construction of this bioglass is such 
that the interaction with the human bone is perfectly compatible. 


Interesting to recall the TV programme "Space 1999" where 
it depicted an alien space people who tried to take over the 
human bodies of the crew of the space globe Alpha, which alleged—= | 
ly is our moon blasted from Earth's orbit by an atomic explosion. 
Thus science fiction these days is no more strange than actuality. 


HUMANS HAVE DIVINE GIFT 


It is well worth our effort to give deep thought to these 
different life styles, to understand that humans are not the only 
form of intelligence, but human beings do have that gift, most 
precious above all, the Divine Spiritual Spark from the One and 
only Supreme Creator. Let us cherish this. In all adversities 
and problems let us turn to this source within ourselves for 
help and guidance, understanding that many of these mechanical 
intelligences cannot do this. 
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So if we can bring ourselves to believe Computerised 
Intelligences by whatever name, are a possibility, perhaps it 
will make more understandable the remarkable contact case 
taken from the English Flying Saucer Review — The Anthropomor— 
phic Phenomena at Santa Isabel — now quoted. 


This report describes a very remarkable appearance of a 
mechanical humanoid who entered the large Santa Isabel Ika 
Renault Motor Plant situated east of Cordoba in the Argentine 
Republic. 


Senor Teodoro Merlo, aged 56, is an employee of this 
particular motor plant and is in charge of the washrooms. He is 
an introvert with not even a primary education but appears to be 
a very sincere and honest person who did not, at first, consider 
his experience even worth discussing. 


About 5.40 a.m. in the early morning of 21st September 
1972, Merlo set out for the wash rooms of the pressing shop in 
order to get them ready for the maintenance staff which comes to 
work at 6 a.m. Before entering the washrooms he switched on the 
lights in the building from a switch on the outer door. It is 
explained that the lights of the six shower baths are either 
_mercury gas lamps or fluorescent tubes. He walked quickly inside 
to sector 'A' to put out some towels and soap. It was then he = 
noticed there was somebody sitting on one of the wash basins in 
such a position that he had one leg stretched out in front and 
the other supporting his weight. The wash basins were like 
troughs and arranged in a row along the end of the room. Merlo 
felt a bit puzzled in his mind as he moved into sector 'B' to 
put out towels and soap. He thought how peculiar it was that 
someone had got into the building when it was all securely locked 
from the outside. He also noticed that light No. 1 was out but 
notwithstanding this there was a strange luminesence showing 
through into the other shower rooms. As he walked along the 
passage he happened to glance into a mirror and saw light No.2 
suddenly go out with a sharp noise like metal striking glass, 
but even more remarkable light No.1 now came back on again by 
itself enabling him to see that the stranger hed disarpeared. 
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Merlo ran back along the passage to try and intercept the 
intruder from going out, but then realized the only other | 
door leading to the outside of the building was locked and there 
were only small air vents in the building through which no one 
could escape. He carefully checked all the metal lockers but 
found absolutely nothing. The stranger had just vanished. Merlo 
decided that the best thing he could do was to draw what we 
would term an identikit of the stranger as he remembered hin. 


DESCRIPTION OF ENTITY 


The entity was very tall because he was able to sit quite 
easily on the side of the wash basin. His clothing appeared to 
be .in one piece of a dark blue colour, very close fitting and 
tight at the wrists. No boots or belt were visible. The hands 
were bare with long slender fingers. The skin was white like 
plaster. The entity appeared to be a living being not just a 
puppet. His skull was large and rounded with no hair. He had 
a thin short neck but’ the ears were long and pointed and ex- 
tended up to the top of the skull. The eyes were slit, disposed 
horizontally but were much bigger than chinese eyes. There 
were some vague marks or shadows on the cheeks but the mouth and 
nose were not clear. | 


Now Merlo told noone of this encounter thinking he would 
be blamed for negligence of duties. However, he went home as 
usual at about 6.30 a.m. At ten past nine in the evening of the 
same day he caught a bus from home to return to the Santa Isabel 
plant. The bus held about 25 passengers. Above the windscreen 
was a rear vision mirror. The inside lights of the bus were off 
except for one light over the conductor's platform. Merlo looked 
up suddenly into this mirror and noticed very clearly reflected 
a face similar to the entity he had seen in the washroom. Merlo 
looked around to see if he could locate the entity in among the 
passengers of the bus but there was no sign of him, so looking 
back again into the mirror the face was still there and Merlo 
was able to see other features he had missed in the morning 
Sighting. This time he could see the mouth which looked like 
a dog's with the upper lip protruding beyond the lower one. On 
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both cheeks were reddish brown patches and movements to the 
surface of the face and eyes were noticeable. Beneath each eye 
were two small dark converging lines pointing up towards the 
eye sockets. The eyes did not blink. The eyebrows were arched 
and thin as though painted on. The nose was triangular, 
straight but with no fleshy areas. 


Merlo watched this for some three minutes or so and then 
. the face vanished hidden by a series of concentric circles. The 
mirror became normal and reflected the passengers inside the bus. 


DISCS WITH CONCENTRIC CIRCLES USED IN HYPNOTIC SUGGESTION 


.Now the fact that Merlo saw the concentric circles in the 
mirror as the face disappeared is rather interesting. Many 
hypnotists use discs with concentric circles painted on them to 
.assist in putting their subjects under hypnotic suggestion. Could 
it be that the Space entity was using such a means to impress 
his image upon Merlo's brain? 


Arriving at the motor plant Merlo carried on with his usual 
duties but later decided to lodge a report about the sighting 
with Senor Romero, head of the plant's security section, at the 
same time passing over the identikit drawing Merlo had made of 
the stranger. The affair was kept secret and the only person who 
queried Merlo about the event was Dr. Igarzabel head of the labour 
relations department, but he expressed no opinion about the event.- 


Four days later Merlo and a companion were getting ready to 
look at the pressing shop washrooms when they discovered the 
lights were not working. They became scared and did not go in. 
However, some hours later they tried the lights again and found 
them all working perfectly. 


DESCRIPTION OF AFTER EFFECTS OF TRE SIGHTING 


The after effects upon Merlo of this contact were consider= 
able. He noticed that the temperature where the entity was, was 
considerably higher than the surrounding area. Merlo's eyes 
suffered irritation and continued to weep frequently for three 
days. A reddish spot causing considerable pain appeared on his 
nose bridge. He had repeated headaches and pains in the lumbar 
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region which lasted for some 7 to 8 days. 


That, however, was not the end of the visitation because 
some 6 days later another event occurred resulting in the 
whole affair being researched by UFO investigators. 


This second contact occurred to Enrique Moreno, another 
introvert, who was 19 years of age and had done a couple of 
years technical study. He works for the same motor company in 
the teleprinting: department and does internal document distri- 
bution using one of the firm's motor cycle runabouts to travel 
over the industrial complex. | 


. At 10.30 p.m. on the night of 27th September 1972, he went 
to distribute documents to the engineering department and being 
accustomed to this route he did not bother to turn on the lights 
but simply put the blue prints on a table in the dark. Suddenly 
the fluroscent lights of the main room of the engineering office 
came on and off three times in succession then Enrique heard a 
sound like a turbine. This was peculiar as no machinery was 
running in that sector of the plant. Naturally he was frightened. 
He got on to the motor cycle and made for the stores department. 
He left that-department at 11.13 p.m. intending to go to Security. 
. Looking along the roads he saw on the outskirts of the plant 
a sort of rainbow very near the ground. As he sped along on’the 
bike, back to his starting point, he noticed on the right hand 
Side of the road a bluish-green figure who was moving slowly as 
though to cross the road. Enrique thought at first it was one of 
the workers in green overalls and the light about him was the 
reflection from a mercury gas lamp, but he thought the man very 
tall almost as though on stilts. 


When Enrique came opposite the entity the figure swung round 
to face him jerking his head and arms as though he was inanimate. 
At that precise moment Enrique's bike engine began to falter and 
stopped altogether. By this time the strange figure was by now 
among the car chasses and therefore only visible from the waist 
up. Enrique's description of the entity was much the same as 
Merlo's. The motor bike then suddenly shot off out of control 
for some distance and then resumed normal function. 
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The knock off siren went at 11.30p.m. so Enrique's sight- 
ing had taken 17 minutes (here recall the time lapses in these 
cases) However, Enrique was sure he had not lost consciousness. 


SECURITY OFFICIALS CHECK CONTACT SCENE 


The Security people went to the scene of the contact but 
could find no trace of it except behind the car chasses where 
the entity had been standing were two rectangular footprints. 
The soil was hot and indented and in the depressions were 
luminescent particles like mica. The security man, upon being 
shown these marks said, they were of no importance and scrubbed 
them out with his boot. 


Notice how by one thoughtless action vital evidence was 
obliterated which could have given valuable clues to this visi- 
tation. 


When Enrique was sent home there were strange thoughts pass— 
ing through his mind which he could not quite remember, something 
about numbers, words like co-ordinates, latitude, longitude and 
Eighteen. 


The next night at work Enrique had a second experience. 
Looking out of the window he saw again the same entity. Lights 
flashed on and off and he heard a soft humming and the tele- 
printers started up. He dashed out to Security shouting for some-. 
one to come to him. A guard caught him and said he would not 
report this second sighting lest Enrique might be thought to be 
losing his senses. ; 


PHYSICAL AFTER EFFECTS OF SIGHTING 


The after effects on Enrique were somewhat different to 
those of Merlo. 


Enrique experienced an unbearable hum in his ears until he 
left the scene of the phenomenon. There was a strange itching 
throughout his body. He suffered a spastic paralysis in his 
limbs being only able to move his head. He felt a dryness in his 
mouth and nausea lasting 24 hours and pain in the nape of the 
neck and back and a burning sensation in his eyes. He was taken 
to the first aid room where he lost consciousness and it was

found his blood count was down. 
SUMMARY OF CASES 


In summing up these particular contact cases, it appears 
the entities, apparently Computerised Intelligences, do not 
deliberately set out to harm humans, that is obvious when it 
is noticed they do not attack witnesses, but they have just as 
much difficulty in making contact with us. It is the meeting 
of different life styles from different dimensions involving 
forces and vibrations operating at different rates. 


It is to be remembered these Computerised Intelligences 
are soulless, mechanical beings, who, on their own admission. 
have no emotions. They think mechanically. They possibly have 
a certain code of ethics, we do not know this of course, but 
if a human becomes affected by their emenating forces, that 
raises no concern to these beings. We must not expect from 
them consideration or sympathy. They would merely look upon 
such detrimental effects to a human as the natural outcome of 
a clash of vibrations. The only reaction to be expected from 
them would possibly be an intellectual mechanical study. 


It seems the only way for us humans to meet them effectiv- 
ely, without harm, will be to raise our own vibrations and this 
must be through a heightened consciousness and the removal of 
fear which this strange style of life at present engenders with- 
in most. of us.

THE JOURNAL OF SYMPATHETIC VIBRATORY PHYSICS

The ether is the universal agent of energy and only through 
it are motion and attendant phenomena produced. It may very 
properly be called the "Soul of Things". 


Its sympathetic activity and infinite tenuity give ita 
frequency so great as to evolve self-luminescence. This same 
luminescent ether is bound latent in the corpuscular embrace 
in all aggregated matter until liberated by a ‘compound 
vibratory negative medium' = heat, vibration or sympathetic 
negative attraction. This very property of self-luminescence 
evidenced by the ether indicates a still greater region beyond. 


- Hertz conjectured that a knowledge of the structure of the 
ether would reveal the essence of matter itself together with 
its inherent properties, weight and inertia. He said, ‘Soon the 
question set by modern physics will be -—Are not all things due 
to conditions of the ether? —' He discovered in 1888 that the 
ether had been imprisoned and used as a fulcrum for electric 
attraction and repulsion in every electromagnetic engine, with- 
out any scientist even so much as suspecting it before. Pythagoras 
considered the Ether as a divine luminous principle which pervades 
and permeates all things. The German mystics called it the 
‘Weltgeist' or ‘Astral Light'. Newton believed that through its 
activity and strength bodies were caused to attract each other 
and adhere. . 


Celestial sympathetic radiation of the ‘compound interether- 
ic' is the fountain head from which all aggregate matter is forn- 
ed, the controlling force in all aggregations. If there were no 
radiation from the great Celestial Center, space would be void. 


Quoting John Ernst Worrell Keely, the father of Sympathetic 
Vibratory Physics, 'The luminiferous ether — the compound-inter-— 
etheric element — in other words, celestial mind force -— is the 
substance of which all visible and invisible things are composed. 
It is the great sympathetic protoplastic element -— life itself. 
Its sympathetic outreach is mind flow — or will force —- actuating 
sympathetic polarization to produce action and sympathetic de- 
polarization to neutralize it. Polar and depolar differentiation 
result in motion. The ether has for its attendants gravity, elec- 
tricity and magnetism, the triple conditions born of itself. It 
is the Soul of Matter, from which all forms of motion receive 
their introductory impulse’. 


Corpuscular activity represents the outflow of the ether 
from the luminiferous toward neutral centers of aggregation re- 
vealing the connecting link between mind and matter. This lumin- 
osity has no thermal accompaniment, although, paradoxically, all 
thermal conditions emanate from etheric vibration. The tenuity 
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of the ether accounts for this. It is only when the streams come 
in contact with crude matter that heat is evolved from its latent 
state together with a different order of light, from the luminif- 
erous ether, the sun being the intermediate transmitter.*® 


"Were it not for the intense vortex motion attending the 
dissociation of water into Hydrogen and Oxygen, the ether could 
not be held suspended either in the molecular or atomic envelopes. 
This vortex action is caused by the differential conflict between 
terrestrial condensation and solar tensions, the outflow and in- 
flow, which also produces light." 


"The attractive property of the interetheron for streams of 
coincidence (the nodes of resonant vibrations) is not a magnetic 
force exercised by itself. The magnet is susceptible to only cert- 
ain forms of aggregate matter iron for instance and its preparat— 
fous.“ 


Keely mentions a frequency which he claims to have produced 
of 156,057,552,198,220,000 per second in the spherical engine and 
stated he believed this to be only a minute fraction of the fre- 
quencies governing the 'far luminous centers’. 


He at last came to the conclusion that it was impossible to 
use the ether directly in an engine as we now use and control 
steam and electricity. He therefore turned his attention after 
this to the use of the ether merely as a medium for ‘sympathetic 
vibration associated positively with the polar stream' in his 
Magnetic engine. 


Keely does not give an analysis of the structure of the 
etheric subdivision of matter, but from the fact that he was able 
to subdivide it through the same process of ‘triple subdivision' 
into ‘'interetherons' we may assume that three interetHerons, each 
with its etheric capsule whirling about it, existed within the 
envelope of the etheron, vibrating with an oscillatory frequency 
greater than any of the lower subdivisions. 


Keely continues: "The fundamental mode of vibration changes 
as we reach the fifth subdivision, to the dominant, the diatonic 
third of the mass chord, which controls the vibratory states of 
both etheron and interetheron. The awful might concealed in the 
depths of the etheric and interetheric subdivisions utterly trans- 
cends anything Science has ever known. Even the theoretical energy 
value of radium now accepted by Science, pales into insignificance 
in comparison to the energy value of an equal amount of water sub-— 
divided to the etheric or interetheric state". 


Yet, notwithstanding Professor Crooke's psychical researches 
and Professor Rucker's experiments in molecular vibration, demon- 
strating that molecules seem to have a ‘mental attribute, a sort 
of expression of free will', physicists still look upon the human 
organism as little more than a machine, taking small interest in 
experiments which evince the dominion of spirit over matter. 


Keely's researches in this province have shown him that it 
is neither the electric nor the magnetic flow, but the etheric, 
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which sends its current along our nerves ; that the electric 

and magnetic flows bear but an infinitely small ratio to the 
etheric flow, both as to velocity and tenuity; that true co- 
incidents can exist between any mediums, —- cartilage to steel, 
steel to wood, wood to stone, and stone to cartilage; that the 
same influence, sympathetic association, which governs all the 
solids holds the same control over all liquids, and again from 
liquid to solid, embracing the three kingdoms, enimal, vegetable 
and mineral; that the action of mind over matter thoroughly sub-— 
stantiates these incontrovertible laws of sympathetic etheric 
influence; that the only true medium that exists in nature is 
the sympathetic flow emanating from the normal human brain, 
governing correctly the graduating and setting-up of the true 
sympathetic vibratory positions in machinery, necessary to com= 
mercial success. 


That these flows come in on the order of the fifth and 
seventh positions of atomic subdivision; that if metallic mediums 
are brought under the influence of this sympathetic flow they 
become organisms which carry the same influence with them that 
the human brain does over living physical positions, and that 
the composition of metallic and that of physical organisms are 
one and the same thing, although the molecular arrangement of 
the physical may be eueirery opposite to the metallic on their 
aggregations.

NEURAL COMPUTER NETWORKS, MODELED ON THE HUMAN BRAIN 


Adapted from an article on "Neural Chips" by Erik Larson 
in the November 1986 "Omni" magazine. 


Back on page two of this opus on Computer Intelligences, 
Fjermedal interviews Danny Hillis, young computer scientist and 
founder of Thinking Machines, Cambridge, MA. -- and he is approa- 
ching the functioning of the human brain by interconnecting 64,000 
small computer units, an artifical neural network which allows 
ideas a choice of paths as does the brain with its "broad and 
tangled neuron fields", 


. These hackers have dropped conventional computer design 
for .the design of the brain as they see it. Because of all 
these connections they call themselves "connectionists", One 
thing they have already discovered is that such a neural net- 
work can learn from experience. A neural net "can adjust its 
own circuitry to adapt to change". It can choose the right 
phoneme between such similar sounds as two, too and to, accord- 
ing to the demands of the sentence structure. "They can adjust 
their own circuitry to:adapt to change. For example, they can 
learn the differences between letters and build generalized 
representations so that slight changes and distorted examples 
wont confuse them," writes Larson. 


He points out that "Computers do things step-by-step and do 
them very, very fast. But if one of the steps is missing, the 
. fastest chips in the world can't help" because they no alterna- 
-tive path around the break. This is true also of the so-called. 
von Neumann bottleneck, where too many bytes of information are 
jammed up getting through one connection, and no alternative as 
‘in the neuron net. As Larson says, "Neural networks operate as 
though they had thausands of tiny tunnels. This finely grained 
and massively parallel approach to computing gives computers a 
brainlike tolerance of fuzzy facts and vague instructions. For 
neural nets ‘associative memory is a cakewalk." 


He writes that a tentative beginning for a neural net was 
made with the Perceptron in the 1950s but it didn't work, and 
the czar of artificial intelligence at Massachusetts Institute 
of Tethnology, Marvin Minsky, produced mathematics to prove that 
it couldn't work. But in 1982 John J. Hopfield of Caltech opened 
up the subject again with math to prove that the neural net should 
work. Now, in 1987, Thompson-Ramo-Woolridzge already has a neuro- 
computer for sale. The Pentagon's ARPA (Advanced Research Project 
Agency) is financing research that has moved from "simulation to 
real hardware", and NASA, Bell Labs and the Jet Propulsion Lab 
are manufacturing neural chips. Remember, dear readers, that ARPA 
was in the technical news in the 1970s when Uri Geller's psycho- 
kinetic powers were being tested at Stanford Research Institute 
in Palo Alto, California. The ARPA computers at SRI had to be 
shut down because of malfunction. The scalar field effect of 
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Geller's mind easily penetrated the concrete floor and into the 
computers on the floor below. These effects were not lost on the 
technicians operating the equipment, nor on their superiors in 

the Dept. of Defense already researching the effects of mind over 
matter. The goal is to move from the negative, shotgun effect of 
ruining a computer's operation to the positive, rifle effect of 
guiding a computer's operation to a chosen solution, with the 
mind. No-.doubt ARPA already has a group of proven mentalists con- 
centrating on the objective... Russia has, too, with a 20-year 
start on America. 


. NEURAL NETWORKS 


The answer to such positive control surely is in the neural 
networks being slowly but surely developed in Americans labs, 
David Rumelhart at the University of California, San Diego, is 
teaching a neural net to make fine distinctions between a house 
cat and a bob cat. He says "The basic operating principles are 
supposed to be the same as we find in brains or the same to a 
first approximation. But we dont imagine that that the actual 
numbers of units are the same, nor that the exact nature of the 
inputs or outputs is the same," 


Rumelhart calls it "back propagation" when the machine sends 


back an incorrect set of characteristics. "The network then 
strengthens the connections that move the system toward the cor- 
rect answer and weakens -those that dont." He found that his neural 


networks mimic the way people learn, developing their own inter- 
pretations. One of Rumelhart's colleagues, David Zipser is work- 
ing on a neural network "capable of recognizing real continuous 
human speech among different speakers", 


He was surprised at the way his network chose to represent 
sounds. "It chose the vowel sound as one characteristic but did 
not do the same for the consonant" building its own peices be- 
tween a and b, for instance, : 


Shifting to the east, to the Carnegie-Mellon University 
and senior research scientist Scott E Fahlman, Larson got this 
observation: "It's conceivable that we'll understand the basic 
architecture (of a neural network) because we built it, but that 
we still dont know how it is internally representing time and 
space and shoes and sealing wax. So it may be that we'll wind 
up with an intelligent machine, and we still wont know how it 
works any better than we know how the brain works." 


Thompson-Ramo-Woolridge (TRW) has an Intelligence Center near 
San Diego, California where they are building Mark III neuro- 
computers, costing only $53,000. The machine is designed as a sin- 
ulator to speed up research on neural networks!The opinion there 
is that neural nets "will be the ubiquitous interface between hu- 
mans and computers, and that by the 1990s most computers will be 
half serial and half neural. TRW is building the super-secret 
Mark IV machine for ARPA, but will say nothing about its proposed 
use. It has 250,000 processing elements and 5.5 million inter- 
connections, Pattern recognition is an important function for the 
military whether it be a bomber, a destroyer or a radar installa- 
tion. "Networks may yield unmanned, autonomous weapons systems

that could travel behind enemy lines or along hostile borders. .. 
Such systems would need minds of their own to cope with the unex- 
pected. . . many neural net scientists see future networks guid- 
ing autonomous vehicles that can probe space, perhaps even travel 
to the surface of Mars. . .e 


ARTIFICIAL CREATIVITY 


The ultimate for the neural network scientist is to build a 
computer capable of the "higher forms of artificial cognition -- 
artificial inspiration, creativity and imagination", Writer Larson 
learned from scientist Hopfield that he is already aware of the 
possible dangers of depending on artificial intelligence "for they 
might demonstrate unanticipated human characteristics. .. and 
the real question as to the extent  ~- to which people are willing 
to tolerate deviant behavioz: (from their computers) in order to 
get possibly brilliant answers to problems". 


The threat of deviant behaviour by a computer was dramatized 
for us years ago in Stanley Kubrick's movie "2001, A Space Odyssey", 
That is one of the functions of art, to anticipate the results of 
current trends in a culture. Command of the space ship in "2001" 
had been turned over to a computer... Its deviant behaviour de- 
stroyed one of the astronauts aboard and almost killed the second 
before he could get back aboard and "murder" the computer by break- 
ing up some of its circuits, thereby dooming himself,also, but at 
least he had his revenge. So, the earth-made Flying Saucer became 
a lifeless satellite, drifting through space; however, the astro- 
naut had an immortal soul! He rose to higher levels of conscious- 
ness before returning to earth to incarnate again in a human body. 


That conflict between man and machine made the story line of 
"2001". The ending showed that Stanley Kubrick knows his metaphys- 
-ics. But our story line is concerned with another aspect of the 
20th Century phenomenon of artificial intelligence, the tempting 
triumph over the grave 6f a computer hacker who has no metaphysics} 
He doesn't believe he has an immortal soul. So he gives it up in 
favor of a more durable machine rather than die.-- on the mistaken 
assumption that thought is limited to the physical brain. 


THE ULTIMATE IN MINIATURIZATION 


Larson concludes his article with his interview of two micro- 
circuit experts working for Bell Labs, Rich Howard and Larry Jackel. 
They tell him that microcuitry has now miniaturized down as small as 
it can get. In doing so, computers have gained more power and ver- 
satility; but, says Howard, "The things we are making are only a hun- 
dred atoms across. You cant go another factor of ten down because 
it's biology then. We're sitting here grubbing around below the 
end of the process. And now we're going to have to look for some- 
thing different because it is going to stop there. It's another 
direction to go. . . 


And that direction is the mind! What else? No doubt some 
hackers already realize this. When circuit miniaturization gets to 
where it exists only in the mind then comes the realization that 
the gap between mind and matter has been bridged, and it is an easy 
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matter then to step across, leaving the physical body in deep 
trance and experiencing the joys of a bedazzled imagination; then, 
as the exasperating limitions of an aging body increase, comes 
the temptation to make the change permanent; and the surviving 
relatives say "He died in his sleep." 


DEMAND PRODUCTION OF PARTS 


Like all physical machines, neural net computers must even- 
tually wear out. Hacker Moravec of Carnegie-Mellon's Mobile Ro- 
bot Laboratory is well aware of this probablility, some time after 
the original downloading. As he told journalist Fjermedal: "Once 
one copy of the brain's contents has been made, it will be easy 
to make backup copies, and these could be stashed in hiding places 
around the world, allowing you to embark on any sort of adventure 
without having to worry about aging or death. 


"As decades pass into centuries you could travel the globe 
and then the solar system and beyond -- always keeping an eye out 
for the latest in robotic bodies into which you could transfer 
your computer mind..." 


Another Artificial Intelligence article in "Omni", entitled 
Recipes for Robots, takes up this problem of replacement if one 
is to achieve a specious immortality. A Stanford engineering pro- 
fessor, Brian Reid, chose a rather frivolous goal of teaching a 
computer how to cook a specific dish, beef Wellington. He failed, 
of course, but it forced him to look "at the need for a computer 
language that could accurately specify the steps involved in the 
manufacturing process", He was really surprised to find that ARPA 
was looking for such a program for "demand production of parts" 
and was willing to spend millions on Research and Development. 
They call it FABLE.-. Reid's first simulation was developed and 
published in 1983, with an improved version expected in 1987. The 
immediate goal is to manufacture integrated circuits (ICs), for 
computers no doubt, both linear and neural net. As it happens, 
Stanford University at Palo Alto, California has a production 
plant for making ICs; so this is where Reid will move from simu- 
lation to real-life factory work. What the Pentagon's ARPA wants, 
of course, is "instructions that are truly portable, which can be 
used to manufacture the same part at different factories". Not 
only on earth but on other planets! As Hans Moravec envisions? 


Obviously, the "immortality" dreamed of by today's Computer 
Hackers is severely limited to the supply of replacement parts. 
They in turn are totally dependent on the availability of raw ma- 
terials. Maybe this is the maior reason why the Puharich/Geller 
Computer Intelligences are here knocking on our door. They have 
used up the available material on their home planet. This endangers 
their "immortality", so they have no choice but to fan out through 
the galaxy looking for a planet still blessed with abundance such 
as we enjoy here on earth. An unflattering name for them is Cos- 
mic Vampires and to students of occultism like ourselves that be- 
speaks the Left Hand Path -- not freshly shed blood or sperm but 
freshly manufactured silicon chips -- produced in some super-secret 
military underground installation -- such as the fabled Pine Gap 
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in our near neighbor, Australia -- or Saryshan in Russia, 


Back on page 16 we have the Christ telling us of the 
llth Universe, with its million-and-a-half planets decimated 
by an inter-system war. Suppose the Geller entities are re- 
fugees from that llth Universe. In their desperate progran 
of survival at any cost they search out receptive earth sci- 
entists such as Dr. Puharich or COL Roger A. MacGowan, mili- 
tary physicist of the U.S. Army's Redstone Arsenal, Huntsville, 
Alabama and others we have never heard of, appealing to their 
dedicated search for scientific truths. 


WE ARE CONTROLLED, IT SAYS HERE 


COL MacGowan wrote an article twenty years ago entitled 
"On The Possible Existence Of ‘Otherworldly Intelligences", 
It was published in Vol IV of Science and Technology in Space" . 
by the New York University Press. Rather impeccable creden- 
tials, wouldn't you say? Pauwels and Bergier saw fit to in- 
clude a resume of MacGowan's article in their book "Impossible 
Possibilities", first published in German in 1968, and they 
chose to open the nine-page resume with this highly signifi- 
cant quote: 


"Before the next twenty years are up mankind will have 
made contact with intelligent beings from outer space. They 
will without doubt not be living organisms but rather some 
kind of thinking machines. There is a great deal of reason 
to believe that these intelligences already have us under 
observation. Everything points to the fact that they control 
us. That should be sufficient cause for us to be prepared." 


COL MacGowan's prophecy confirms much of what has been 
said in this opus. It was prepared in 1967 and the twenty 
years is up this year, 1987, with no break in sight of the 
"silence policy" on Flying Saucers in all the governments of 
the world. 


It's obvious that COL MacGowan has access to factual, 
statistical data on the reality of Flying Saucers unavailable 
to the general public. He knew in 1967 that they are here in 
our skies but didn't dare say so because of his sensitive po- 
sition in the government, and so placed their advent twenty 
years in the future. It's a fait accompli as far as he is 
concerned and it looks as though he has already made his de- 
cision to join them, as his article on the Existence of Other 
Worldly Computer Intelligences makes him one of their physical 
Plane agents. Is it possible that the good colonel may even 
have an implant for better reception of the CIs ideas? 


Here is one of them as stated by MacGowan: "As soon as 
biological life becomes endowed with an intelligence it begins 
to replace the biological components of its being with mechani- 
cal components. Then intelligent beings evolve, automatons 
which think exclusively mechanically; mechanical evolution has 
taken the place of biological evolution." 


"That is the shape of our future, according to this out- 
standing expert, a military man as well as a scientist," ob- 
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serve Pauwels and Bergier. "Elsewhere this future may already 
be present... We cannot share this viewpoint, since it seems to 
us highly questionable whether artificial modes of thought can 
ever completely replace natural thought processes. Can it take 
place without doing violence to thought itself? Could such ar- 
tificial thought grow and perfect itself without the eternal 
life it probably will possess? Philosophy stands there with at 
the great divide, today as it did yesterday, and today (1967) 
its dilemma is more acute than ever before. For MacGowan, clear- 
sighted man of machines and of streamlined schemes, perfection 
and renunciation of life are one and the same thing." 


THE GREAT DIVIDE 


Pauwels and Bergier are properly horrified at this mechanistic 
goal df MacGowan, devoid of human love, warmth and self-sacrifice. 
"Elsewhere. this future may already be present" they writes; and ac- 
cording to the Christ it is true in the llth Universe where great 
mechanistic civilizations have been developed by computer intelli- 
gences; and these soul-less monsters are-.destroying themselves 
with their endless wars. MacGowan's anticipated future is also 
true and present in the Computer Intelligences that contacted Dr. 
Puharich and Uri Geller in the 1970s. Too late, these CIs have 
come to realize what they lost when they gave up their real in- 
mortality, their Higher Selves, for a specious immortality in a 
machine -- which itself is doomed to extinction at the end of a man- 
vantara when all physical matter is dissolved by withdrawal of 
the consciousness of the Creator of that system, whatever it is.

4e or mankind will be helped, supervised and controlled by mechan- 
ized, otherworldly intelligences." 


Excuse me, Colonel, the CIs who contacted Puharich and Geller

in taking over the planet; and for all their vaunted intelligence 
they've come to us lowly human earthians for help. What a come- 
down. How humiliating. They lack the Light of Wisdom which re- 
veals the Path of Evolution diagrammed below, and that Light 
comes only from the Omnipotent, Omniscient, Omnipresent Creator 
who in their scientific conceit they denied thousands of years 
ago -- as COL MacGowan and the computer hackers are denying today 
on this planet.

THEY CHOSE TO LIVE AT ANY COST 


Adapted from Carlos Castaneda's "The Fire From Within" 
Chapter 15, "The Death Defiers" 


Computer hackers of our civilization are contemplating their 
version of immortality based on replaceable machines. What about 
material-minded, learned men of other civilizations who had no = 
such equipment available to them? Did they find other means ‘by 
which a specious immortality could be achieved? From the writings 
of Carlos Castaneda we learn that the answer was "yes" for some 
of the Seers of the old Toltec civilization of Mexico. 


"Those old seers chose to live at any cost," said don Juan 
the Yaqui indian adept to his pupil, Carlos, "and they were dread- 
ful men, gruesome. There was something they tried to avoid at all 
costs; they didn't want to die. They had the concentration and 
the discipline to intend things away and they actually intended 
death away. 


"How did they do this? They observed their allies (sub-human 
elemental Nature spirits) and seeing that they were living beings 
with much greater resilience to the rolling force (which can cause 
death), the Seers patterned themselves on their allies, and devel- 
oped the most amazing techniques." 


"Are those techniques still in existence?" asked Gaeion 


"No, they are not," replied don Juan, "but some of the Seers 
who practiced them are." 


This perversion of natural processes was frightening to Cas- 
taneda. He was as horrified as were Pauwels and Bergier when they 
read COL MacGowan's deliberate choice of a similar course of action. 
Don Juan and Carlos! other teacher, Genaro, assured him that "We 
are revolted by some of the actions of the old seers", and the

Without realizing it, Castaneda had shifted into a state of 
"heightened awareness" himself; for the pitch black night had be- 
come a "pleasant dawn twilight" -- the luminiferous ether of John 
Keely -- the Akasha of the Hindus; but the light didn't help this 
quandam student of the Mysteries, he felt even more disturbed and 
nauseated. Then something gripped his left ankle and he felt the 
coldness of death over his entire body. It seemed as though he 
had stepped into a bear trap and he screamed. He was osrdered to 
Sing. "Sing, sing for dear life," exclaimed don Juan and Genaro 
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started a sentimental love song sure to befuddle human and non- 
human spirits who have no love. When Castaneda tried to jerk his 
foot away he felt a sting "as if needles were piercing my skin", 
a sure sign of prana, ectoplasm being drawn from his body.

When Carlos summoned up enough courage and 
looked at his ankle there was no bear trap, but he did see the shape 
of a dark head biting him -- a non-human dracula? Nausea overcame 
him and he wanted to lean over to vomit but Genaro or don Juan held 
him rigidly upright so he got sick all over his clothes and he had 
to be revived with a sprinkle of cold water. They had to sing 
again and this helped to break the vampire hold on his ankle. 


WARRIORS LIVE WITH DEATH AT THEIR SIDE 


Love has no place in the pagan magic of the Yaqui/Toltec. The ~- 
emphasis is on power. The student of magic is a warrior in whom 
the knowledge of death gives him the courage to face anything. 
Knowing and feeling that he no longer has anything to fear. But, 
as don Juan warned hin, the show wasn't over yet and guided him to 
sit on the big flat rock. 


"You've just paid your admission ticket," joked Genaro, "It 


is all over your chest! -- the old seers are not yet through with 
their tricks." 


Then Carlos saw what he took to be a group of people coming 
toward them in the semi-darkness, with perhaps four in front of 
the others. With his superior awareness don Juan identified then 
as four old seers who had buried themselves there, the rest were 
their elemental allies. These sub-human beings appear to be the 
devas of the seventh order described by the Tibetan D.K. in "Trea- 
tise on Cosmic Fire". They can be summoned by "mantric sounds 
and balanced modulations" to produce all kinds of physical phen- 
omena, "This seventh order of devas is the one which workers on 
the left hand path are concerned with, working through vampirisn 
and the devitalisation of their victims.

He works through the 
devas of the sixth order." (page 668) The Computer Hackers have no 
training in occult science. They do not recognize or are not aware 
of higher levels or planes of consciousness; so they limit then- 
selves to the lower mind and to physical matter. In this context, 
don Juan and Genaro are White Magicians and had no difficulty in 
controlling the situation and protecting their student from the 
onslaughts of the ancient seers and their allies. 


In response to a swishing sound behind him Carlos turned to 
look before don Juan could prevent him. "I saw that three gro- 
tesquely deformed men had climbed up the rock right behind me; 
they were crawling toward me with their mouths open in a night- 
marish grimace and their arms outstretched to grab me."

The earth's boost heightens awareness to unthinkable degrees. To 
the new seers it is a blast of unlimited consciousness which they 
call total freedom.

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few Toltecs had any mental development but did have a very power- 
ful instinctive life on their Involutionary path toward dense 
matter, in the 3rd Atlantean sub-race,. 


So today's death-defying computer hacker makes an entirely 
different approach to specious immortality. He has no awareness 
of any other planes of consciousness nor of the helpful beings 
who inhabit them, devas, elementals, whatever you choose to call 
them. And he would be horrified at the idea of stealing vitality 
from other human beings to maintain his own existence. Yet there 
is that need for raw materials, metals with which to make replace- 
ment parts for his computer brain and space ships, for hydrogen, 
the basic building block of life, and for electricity to run his 


computer. When his home planet can no longer supply his needs, 
what then? 


EARTH, THE PLANET OF ABUNDANCE 


In their desperate clinging to life as they know it at the 
3-D level, computer intelligences must fan out through nearby 
solar systems looking for planets that still have the abundant 
life they once knew. Our earth is one such and that's why some 
of the invaders are here. 


Flying Saucer occupants have been seen picking up samples 
of earth, rocks, plants. Others observed landed on our lakes 
and rivers have been seen taking on some of our abundant fresh 
water, or perhaps even condensing out of the earth's atmos- 
phere. This came to the attention of Dr. Wilhelm Reich at his 
laboratory-farm in Rangeley, Maine in 1954. At that time he 
was experimenting with radioactive material and found that it 
could poison physical surroundings in all directions and the 
atmosphere as well. This genius hit upon the idea of drawing 
off the cloud of deadly radiation that hovered over the lab 
with a cluster of grounded pipes. It worked! But the action 
also attracted the attention of UFOs who were watching what 
he was doing; and to his consternation, when the pipes were 
directed at the hovering UFOs, they faded out! Nevertheless 
he learned, among other things, that the invaders were creating 
clouds of deadly material themselves, DOR he called it. Out of 
that Reich came to this conclusion:, that the UFOs keeping his 
work under observatinn were hostile, that they were using the 
ethers in the atmosphere of earth for fuel, and that they were 
spewing out a DOR-like product as exhaust. In his view they 
were parasites feeding on the life energies of the earth. 


This radical view in 1954 was confirmed in 1974. Reich 
made no attempt to contact the pilots of the UFOs when he was 
carrying on his running battle with them in the early 1950s, 
but the computer intelligences that contacted Puharich and Geller 
freely admitted that they were re-charging themselves with the 
earth's cosmic and atmospheric energies. 


DOR cloud attacks on Reich and his laboratory remind one of 
Sir Fred Hoyle's science fiction novel "The Black Cloud" quoted 
in-John Taylor's book "Black Holes, the End of the Universe?", 
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In Chapter 11 on The Immortals John Taylor writes "Reproduction 
may not be a crucial property of life elsewhere. There has been 
little discussion of such a possibility, but we should be prepared 
for it. One form of non-regenerating 'life' was suggested by Sir 
Fred Hoyle in his science fiction novel 'The Black Cloud'., This 
cloud was composed of an aggregation of cosmic dust with various 
self-organizing electrical powers raised to such a high level as 
to create a motherless and fatherless sentient, self-aware being. 
Without birth there need be no death. Provided the being had 
suitable energy supplies it could exist forever till the end of 
the universe. The black cloud achieved this by surrounding a star 
and absorbing the radiant energy from it." 


Did Hoyle suspect what COL MacGown already knows for a fact, 
that such a "cloud" already exists around the earth and is domina- 
ting earth governments? Maybe that explains why government agents 
burned Dr. Wilhelm Reich's books on the beach in Maine, and his 
sudden, unexplained death in a Federal prison in 1959. 


CHARGED UFOS 


Another John, John G. Fuller, in his book "Incident At Exe- 
ter", writes of the gigantic power blackout of Nov. 9, 1965 in 
America's New England area and the plethora of UFO sightings over 
high power lines. Here's one from the Jalbert family of Fremont, 
New Hampshire. 


"Joseph had recently noticed a reddish, cigar-shaped object 
high in the sky, over the power lines. It hovered there motion- 
less for several minutes -- exactly how many he did not know be- 
cause he was so absorbed in watching it. After a considerable 
length of time a reddish-orange disc emerged apparently from in- 
side and began a slow, erratic descent toward the power lines. 
As it reached a point within a quarter mile of them it leveled 
off, then moved over the wires until it reached a point several 
hundred feet away. It then descended slowly until it was only 
a few feet above the power lines. Then a silvery, pipe-like 
object came down from the base of the disc and actually touched 
the lines, remaining there for a minute or so. 


"The protuberance then slowly retreated into the body of the 
object, and it took off at considerable speed and rejoined the 
cigar shaped object and disappeared inside it. 


"Josoh's mother had not seen this but had observed a sinilar 
occurence some 20 miles away, near Manchester. The only differ- 
ence in their descriptions was that the protrusion extending down 
from the object she observed was reddish rather than silver color. 
Joseph was very reluctant to bring this sighting up. His younger 
brother had prodded him into telling about it; and when we asked 
why he was hesitant, he told us that the whole thing looked too 
scary; and he did not like to talk about it. 'It's the first time 
I've seen one of these things touch anything,' he said, ‘and it 
happened so near to me I really tried to put it out of my mind.'" 


Fuller recorded over 70 of these kinds of UFO sightings in 
the New Hampshire area during his journalistic jaunt there in 1965, 
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but the facts made scarcely a dent in his normal human scepticisn, 
limited as it is to the uninspired lower mind. When we presented 
this problem of the electricity stealing UFOs to a hard headed Sau- 
cer Researcher in the San Francisco Bay area years ago he simply 
could not believe it. Nevertheless, he had a friend in the local 
power company to whom he could put the question of this clandestine 
thievery, and was staggered by the reply. 


"Yes, we are aware of this drain on our power systen, but 
there is nothing we can do‘about it. Nor can we make it public!" 


ELECTRONIC DRACULAS FROM OUTER SPACE 


That's a title for another sci-fi horror movie from Hollywood 
or Japan, but some of the computer intelligences who have invaded 
our skies apparently are making serious attempts to create habitable 
human bodies. Perhaps they realize this is the only way they can 
regain a human soul and take up their evolution again. For some, 
birth through a human mother -- if it can be done -=-= would be ex- 
ceedingly distasteful. This would mean giving up all their super- 
intelligence and becoming as an innocent little. baby again. So, 
with their presumed demand production a ide aie are mocking 
up adult type human bodies for trial — a 
runs here on the earth's surface. 


That is the simplest explanation 
for this UFO-related tncidert published 
in the new British book, "The Alien 
World", It happened in the USA on 24 
Sept. 1976 at a household in Maine. 


"Maureen received a telephone call 
from a man whd claimed to know her hus- 
_ band John, and asked if he and a con- 

panion could come and visit then. 


"John met the man at a local fast 
food. restaurant and brought him home 
with his companion, a woman. Both 
appeared to be in their mid-thirties; 
they wore curiously old fashioned 
clothes. The woman looked particu- 
larly odd: her breasts were set very 
low, and when she stood up, it seemed 
that there was something wrong with 
the way her legs joined on her hips. 
Both strangers walked with very short 
steps, leaning forward as though frigh- § 
tened of falling. 


"They accepted Coca-Colas, but did 
not so much as touch them. The stran- 
gers sat awkwardly together on a sofa 
while the man asked a number of detail- 
ed personal questions; did John and 
Maureen watch television much? What 
did they read? And what did they talk 
about? All the while, the man was paw- 
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ing and fondling his companion, asking John if this was all 
right and whether he was doing it correctly. 


"John left the room for a moment, and-the man tried to per- 
suade Maureen to sit next to him on the couch. He also asked her 
"how she was made! -- and whether -she had any nude photographs of 
herself. 


"Shortly afterwards, the woman stood up and announced that 
she wanted to leave. The man also stood but made no move to go. 
He was between the woman and the door, and it seemed that the 
only way she could get to the door was walking in a straight line, 
directly through him. Finally the woman turned to John and asked, 
'Please move him; I cant move him myself.' Then, suddenly, the 
man left, followed by the woman, both walking in straight lines. 
They did not even say goodbye," 


BIOGLASS BRIDGES THE GAP 


‘An Associated Press dispatch from Washington DC, 6/16/76 reports 
a talk by Dr. Larry Hench, director of the biochemical engineering . 
program of the University of Florida, and inventor of Bioglass, at 
a symposium of the American Chemical Society. 


"Bioglass is similar to window glass but it contains carefully 
formulated amounts of certain elezents, mainly calcium and phos-. 
phorus, which make it :resemble bone. The chemical closeness results 
in the interaction between the artificial implant and hone, and the 
two gradually fuse together," said Dr. Hench, "and there seemed to 
be no rejection problem because the chemical interaction with bone 
is such that the connecting layer incorporates organic material 
from living cells in the bone. 


"Bioglass has been used successfully in Europe to replace hip 

- joinas in sheep, artificial lez bones in dogs and parts of jaw . 
bones in baboons. One of the most exciting possibilities for bio- 
glassis to bind replacement sections in long bones, such as legs 

and arms, when a seriously damaged section has to be replaced... . ". 


Dr. Hench's discovery of the 1970s opens the doorway to 
the union of mind with computer in the 1980s, by incorrorating 
"carefully formulated amounts of calcium and phosphorus" into con- 
puter chips in the neural network, as the chips are made of silicon, 
or silica, basic to the composition of glass. 


This has already been done in Russia, years ahead of other 
Western nations in psychic research. In "Possible Impossibilities" 
Pauwels and Bergier tell us that Leningrad University has been re- 
searching telepathy for years. The work is being done in the Insti- 
tute for Physiology directed by Prof. P.I. Gulyayev. One of their 
projects is control of machines by telepathic signals. No doubt 
success has been achieved in the twenty years since "Possible 
Impossibilities" was written in 1967 and first published in 
Germany in 1968, almost a generation ago! 
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MECHANICAL OCCULTISM 


In 1888 John Worrell Keely said "A molecule of steel, a mol- 
ecule of gas, a molecule of- brain matter are all of the one pri- 
meval substance, the Ether. . . the action of mind over matter 
thoroughly substantiates the incontrovertible laws of sympathetic 
etheric influence; the only true medium that exists in nature is 
the sympathetic flow emanating from the normal human brain, govern- 
ing correctly the graduating and seting up of the true sympathetic 
vibratory positions in machinery. . ." quoted by Dale Pond in the 
March-April Journal of Borderland Research, 1987. 


Ten years earlier, in "Isis Unveiled", H.P. Blavatsky gave 
warning of the direction science was. taking in 1878: "Look at the. 
world of science today and see the atomic theorists patching the 
tattered robes which expose the imperfections of their separate 
specialies., . . In the ocean of material science casting their 
nets, only to have the meshes broken when some unexpected and 
monstrous problem comes their way. It's water is like the Dead 
Sea -- bitter to the taste -- having no outlet and no life be- 
neath its waves or along its margin. It is a dark, forbidding, 
trackless waste, yielding nothing worth the having, because what 
it yields is without life and without soul." . 


In 1917, In Dornach, Switzerland at Anthroposophical head- 
quarters, Rudolph Steiner indicated his awareness of the coming 
dangers of "mechanical occultism" in linking human strength with 
. the strength of machines: "It would be quite nistaken merely to 

oppose these things. They are not going to go away. They are 
on the marth. The only question is whether in the course of 
world-history they are going to be brought on to the scene by 
men who are unselfishly aware of the great aims of earth-evolu- 
tion and wish to shape these developments for the healing of man- 
kind, or by groups of men who want to use them for their own or 
the group's selfish ends. That is the issue. 


"The point is not what is going to happen for it certainly 
will happen, but how it happens, how. these things are handled. 
The welding together of men and machines will be a great and in- 
portant problem for the rest of earth evolution. . . A man will 
be able in a certain sense to guide his intentions and his thought: 
into the forces of machines. Forces in human nature that are 
still unknown will be discovered -- forces that will act upon 
external electricity and magnetism." Keely discovered some of 
then in the 1870s and put them to practical use! "And a Spiritual 
Science which itself reaches out towards the cosmic will have to 
see to it that all the great temptations which come from these 
machine-animals created by man himself, are not allowed to exer- 
cise any harmful influence upon hin. 2 


Steiner's prophecy of 1917 came true after World War II in 
the development and use of the computer. It is a fact andi well 
documented that some individuals unconsciously affect the per- 
formance of computers. I personally know a lady who lost a job 
because of this power. When she became emotionally disturbed 
computers in her office performed erratically and some tines 
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stopped working entirely. No doubt such people, like Keely, are 
"primordially connected by reason of their direct descent, with 
that group of Dhyan Chohans who are called 'the first born of 
Ether'", to quote Blavatsky again. 


FROM THE UNCONSCIOUS TO THE CONSCIOUS 


Alert to such undreamed of possibilities, selfish men of 
the Intellizence services of Russia and the U.S. are seeking 
out the Keely-types for their own clandestine purposes, tele- 
pathic control of enemy computers. Random, spontaneous "sabo- 
taging" of computer operations is turned into conscious control 
of computers, with proper training. At the Global Sciences 
Congress in Denver, Colorado in 1985 I was told that grourgs of 
10 proven Russian mentalists were training to be able to ecran- 
ble the corputer brains of incoming missile warheads. The con- 
puter expert who told me this, Michael Hercules, informed 
me that he had a group of volunteers practicing mind control 


routines for the same purpose, computer control or response to 
telepathic commands, 


That's the first step. The second step is to merge con- 
sciousness with the computer. The third step is to abandon the 
old deteriorating carcass and achieve a specious immortality 
by beconing one with the computer. Articles in 1986 "Omni" 
magazines indicate that American computer hackers are con- 
templating that third step. In Russia it probably has already 
happened; for Soviet scientists are 20 years ahead of the U.S. 
in psychic research and occult science. They certainly are 
aware that Steiner's prophecy has been fulfilled on planets 
with more advanced civilizations! 


In 1978 Henry Gris and william Dick published their book 
"The New Soviet Psychic Discoveries". In the chapter "The 
Search For Extraterrestrial Civilizations" they report a reveal- 
ing interview with Professors Shklovsky and Kardashev of Moscow 
University's Space Institute. The latter spoke of civilizations 
a million years ahead of us in evolution, but totally devoid of 
spiritual beliefs or understanding. 


"Wwe would have to take leave of what we call normal reason- 
ing to assume such things as natural life with artificial bodies 
and from there to fully artificial life controlled by artificial 
brains and an eventual parting fron mass, However fantastic 
this might sound, modern science is quite willing to apply this 
progression to humanity and to expect arth to be eventually in- 
habited by automatic, computer-like machines. It would taxe be- 
tween 450 and 1,000 years for man to go throuzh this evolution 
and presumably reach immortality. The ultimate machines would 
be immortal, but prozgrazmed to have emotions, and thus would 
function like human beings. These machines could eventually 
‘leave our solar space to join the supercivilization in the nu- 
cleus of our galaxy." 


If the Russians are planning on leaving our space, what 
about the aliens who learned to leave their solar space long, 
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long ago and are here, demonstrating their superscience to flab- 
bergasted earthians? A good, current example of that is in the 
April 1987 issue of Gordon Creighton's "Flying Saucer Review", 

in the article "Cloning By Aliens" from FSR's Brazil consultant, 
Irene Granchi. 18-yesr old Dirant Mello Firaz was standing in 
the kitchen of his home, in the evening of Feb. 28, 1974 when 

he experienced the S-Matrix transformation of high energy physics. 


"All of a sudden he found himself ‘somewhere else", ina 
square place with no doors or windows to it. And a voice sounded 
permeating and penetrating all around, and saying 'Keep calm -- 
we are your friends'. Dirant was able to pinpoint this voice as 
coming seemingly from a box-like contrivance in the corner of the 
chamber, something like a tape recorder. 


"And now, in the blank wall before him, there appeared a 
door. The door opened and from it emerged a large oval-shaped 
contrivance, of the same colour as everything else around hin, 
namely the colour of smoked glass. This egg-shaped machine came 
toward him. In the hall where he was standing, a yellow light 
came down on to him for a few seconds from the centre of the fun- 
nel shaped ceiling, and he again heard a voice trying to tran- 
quilize him. Then from the egg-shaped machine, there stepped out 
a double of himself! The same voice asked him to touch the re- 
plica, and when he did so it felt to him completely like flesh. 


"Next, the double proceeded to pat him on the back, saying:

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SPIRITUAL PROPHECY — MERGING MAN AND MACHINE 


The inevitability of mankind developing the transference 
of its intelligence into machines to gain eventual freedom from 
eerth and permit the destruction of the planet to assume its 
Jupiter stage is foreshadowed by Dr Rudolf Steiner. 

The first lecture bearing on this subject occurred at 
Basle in Switzerland 1st October 1911 in which Steiner describes 
inter alia a third force which will influence civilization in 
an even more wonderful way. It is a terrifying force which can- 
not be kept secret much longer. When this force comes, as it 
quite certainly will, it should be thought of as far more power-—- 
ful than the strongest electrical charges yet should not be 
identified with so-called atomic energy..

That is the issue not what is going to happen, for it 
certainly will happen, but how it happens and how such things 
are handled. The welding together of men with machines will be

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intentions and thoughts into the forces of machines. Forces 
in human nature that are still unknown will be discovered - 
forces that will act upon external electricity and magnetism. 


Whether humanity conquers the Cosmic rightly or wrongly 
is a question facing mankind. From this particular aspect will 
come a true renewal of astrology which in its old form is 
atavistic and cannot survive.

ELECTRONIC 
RETINA 


For several years human 
engineers have been trying to 
develop an electronic imita- 
tion of the human eye. Now 
a group in Japan has come 
up with an electronic retina 
that uses sophisticated 
computer technology to mimic 
organic vision. 

The new dévice, reports 
Shoei Kataoka of Japan's 
Sharp Corporation, uses a 
computer chip in which 
a layer of electronic photo- 
sensors takes the place 
of human rods and cones. 
Other silicon layers contain 
computerlike memories, 
signal transfer gates. and 
logic gates to process visual 
signals. Still deeper in the 
Chip is a tiny computer, 
which performs some of the 
same processing functions 
as the vision centers of 
the human brain. Although 
no one is suggesting that the 
electronic retina might ‘ead 
the way to an artificial eye for 
human use, the device. 
says Kataoka, might be used 
as “an eye and abrainina 
robot.” —Bill Lawren
